Owing to the cold, rainy weather 


and the shortage of railway cars 
and steamships ihe work of evacu 
atlng tho Christians ig proceeding 
more slowly than the allies wish. 
Some of the concentration camps 
have been turned into mudholes by 
the rain and the brilliant clothing 
of Ihe Thracian peasants ia being 
stained to a muddy brown.

STRANGE BEDFELLOWS 


Now it appears that France is trying to enter into 


an alliance ^th Russia. It has always been said that 
politics makes strange bedfellows. So does economics. 


This tendency on the part of Prance shows quite 


I'learly the extremity to which France feels herself 
rrowded by the attitude of England. Russia with her 
extreme economic and industrial views. Turkey with 
her hatred and slaughter, can simply .sit back in su- 
preme confidence, wait until the other nations supposed 
to be allies, differing among themselves, split on the 
rocks of selfishness. Then, to prevent the other from 
getting the advantage, these nations know that France 
or England or both of them will make peace with them. 


The method of the approach to this Russian agree- 


ment is characteristic of the old-time diplomacy. 
The 


representatives of France in Russia, M. Adouard Her- 
riot, went, supposedly as a private individual, to Rus- 
-ia to make an investigation. lie rettrrned cloaked ap- 
parently with the power of ambassador, and the govern- 
ment and the leading journals of the country accept 
liis report as authoritative. 


Following European politics is much like looking 


into a kaleidoscope. At the Genoa conference Germany 
and Russia formed a treaty which aroused the allies, 
and it was made because of the extreme position which 
France assumed. 
Xow Russia turns around, leaves 


Germany, and will join with her old ally. France, and 
France evidently will put her arms around Russia, with 
her Bolshevism, whiskers and Lenine. Which lead§ one 
to conclude that too often the opinion which people and 
nations express concerning folks and measures is in- 
fluenced tremendously by their own financial interest 
in the outcome.
